The Richmond Asian Multi- 
Services，Inc.(RAMS)，a Ppre- 
dominantly 从 sian community 
group from the Richmond dis- 
Tict，-wWwas officially designated 
iast Thursday as the grantee 
agencyof a quarter-million dollar 
staffing grant for the new Rich- 
mond Maxi-Center. The way is 
now paved for contract negotia- 
tions to _ begin between RAMS 
and the District V Mental Health 
Center, the administrator of the 
$257;000 grant from the National 
Institute for Mental Health . 

Dr. Larry Lurie，director of 
Distrist V，said he made the de- 
cision to pick RAMS. Earlier in 
January，the District V _ Citizens 
Advisory Board (CAB) failed to 
arrive at a definitive decision in a 
Special meeting to consider a 
possible replacement for the orig- 
inal grantee agency，Westside 
Community Social Service Agen-

(the owners) are making an effort 
to get rid of the violations，there 
is nothing we can do,”said John- 
son. He said the city would 
continue to“monitor”the situa- 
tion . 

On the legal front，Eour Seas 
had earlier in the month filed a 
demurrer or legal challenge 
against a $700,000 damages suit， 
which was filed by the tenants 
last October， The suit charged 
that Four Seas had been guilty of 
neglect and irresponsibility. 

Four Seas had also refiled an 
unlawful detainer complaint 
against the tenants for ignoring 
an eviction notice served to them 
last September. The tenants have 


until February 3 to respond to 
that complaint. 

Both cases are being brought 
before Superior Court Judge ITra 
A. Brown, Jr.Thejudgeis said to 
be doing research on the cases 
and no hearing has been sched- 
uledfor either one. 

In a'related development，Ar- 
thur Chan, a director of the Four 
Seas organization, disavowed any 
significant connection with the 
company in a press conference 
held on Monday， Chan，whose 
Chinatown grocery store Was 
picketed by supporters of the 
hotel tenants last Saturday，salid 
he would resign from his Four 
Seas directorship next month .

Lurie said，after announcing 
that RAMS was chosen as the 
operator of the new mental health 
facility，that 让 was a“difficult 
choice.”He said he felt that the 
CAB was so split that“they (the 
board members) just couldn't go 
through the same process again.… 
But after working with RAMS to 
make adjustments to meet “some 
valid concerns,”Lurie said 让 was 
time for RAMS to be given a 
chance to try out. 

According to Lurie, some of the 
concerns that the- CAB and he 
himself had about the RAMS 
organization Were: 

e the representation of theRAMS 
board of directors. The jlatest 
count shows that on the 15-mem- 
ber board，with two vacancies to 
betfilled, there arethree Chinese， 
two Japanese，one 玉 orean，one 
Pilipino and six Caucasians (of 
Irish Catholic, Greek, Jewish and 
Russian backgrounds). Lurie said 
this arrangement was acceptable 
to him . 

e the professional expertise of 
RAMS. Lurie said he was told 
that the professional disciplines 
represented on the board includ- 
ed those of counselor, sociologist， 
probation officer，personnel di- 
rector, Presbyterian minister， 
contractor, social worker, dentist， 
attorney and nurse. Lurie Sug- 
gested that an accountant be in- 
ducted into the board to take care 
of its business and financial con- 
cerns. 

e the staff hiring policy. Lurie 
said the hiring ofthe Maxi-Center 
staff “would be nondiscrimina- 
tory hiring as of the law.”RAMS 
has agreed to publicize job open- 
ings in the public media，Lurie 
Said.，

said thatRAMS had agreedto set 
up a small personnel committee 
to jinterview applicants: Lurie and 
one representative of the CAB

Lurie said 让 was agreed 
thatthe function of RAMS should 
be limited to“the planning and 
delivery of mental health servV- 
ices”and that no staff persons on 
paid time should engage in any 
pojlitical activities.

agreed, Lurie said, that the Maxi- 
Center will be an integral unit of 
District V and that it will operate 
under the Supervision of Lurie as 
director ofthe district， 

All these stipulations will be 
written into the contract plus 
“other items that will take some 
time to work out,”said Lurie. He 
couldn't say when the contract is 
expected to be signed. “But we 
are finally moving, ”he said . 

Donna Yee, a spokesperson for 
RAMS，agreed with Lurie that 
there was“a whole lot of work to 
be done.”She pointd to the two 
remaining appointments. to the 
RAMS board as a task high on 
the priority list. No definite site 
for the Maxi-Center has yet been 
found，she said. It might take 
Weeks _ before the Maxi-Center 
could open for business，accord- 
ing to Yee's estimation . 


QUAILAND TOM FREED 
ON $25,000 BOND

SINGLE-CITIZENSHIP POLICY 


Recent news from Peking tells us that the National People's 
Congress met from January 13 to 17 after an unprecedented long 
recess of ten years. Next to appointing a new slate of State Council 

lofficials and approving Premier Chou En-lai's report on government 
work，the most important task was adopting a new constitution 
which replaced the old one of 1934. 

The new constitution is short (30 articles) and precise. It states 
clearly that the Communist Party runs the nation，and its chairman 
commands the armed forces. Though it does not mention the 
freedom of changing residence and travel，it does state that the 
“citizens enjoy freedom of speech，correspondence，the Press， 
asseimbly，association，pProcession，demonstration and the freedom 
to strike，and enjoy the freedom to believe in religion and freedom 
not to believe in religion .. .”The portion“freedom to strike”was 
said to be a clause insisted on by Chairman Mao. 

After some of the violent episodes during the Cultural Revolution， 
Chinese citizens certainly would be glad to read that their freedom 
of person and their home shall be inviolable.…” And “no citizens may 
be arrested except by decision of a people s court or with the sanc- 
tion of a public security organ. 

However, the Cultural Revolution also brought new changes into 
the political life of China. The new constitution states that citizens 
have the right to lodge complaints against officials to any level of 
government，and that they may“speak out freely，air views fully， 
hold debates and write big-character posters.… 

We afre also delighted to see the re-affirmation of equal rights for 
women and minority nationalities，as well as the freedom for all the 
racial groups to use their own spoken and written languages. We 
also note theflexibility in the constitution as to allowing the people 
to keep small land-plots and livestock for personal use and the 
possibility of engaging in household industries for profit. 


To Chinese Americans，there are two important areas that we 
would like to point out: one is that the new Constitution says that 
China “will protect the just rights and interests of overseas 
Chinese.””The other point needs a _ little explanation. The con- 
stitutional revision was .almost five years in preparation. Several 
earlier drafts contained the phrase that “the National People's 
Congress is composed of deputies elected by the provinces， 
autonomous regions，Imunicipalities directly under the central 
government, the People's Liberation Army and overseas Chinese.” 
However, the final adopted version has deleted the phrase“overseas 
Chinese.” We can only explain this as a major policy change in 
China that discourages overseas Chinese from engaging in the in- 
ternal politics of China. 

This is indeed a healthy and progressive move! It should put to 
rest the wishful thinking of some Chinese in America that they could 
participate in Chinese politics while holding American citizenship . 

The Chinese government has more than once stated clearly their 
single-citizenship policy. It is futile for Chinese Americans， 
regardless of how closely we identify with China，to fight for the 
causes of the ancestral homeland (which does not seem to want or 
need any outside assistance) instead of working on community 
issues.

The U.S. Office for Civil Rights， 
in asking for the cooperation of the 
state education authorities， said 
there was a “strong indication "that 
over a million children of Indian， 
Asian and Spanish-speaking back- 
grounds were illegally being denied 
bilingual education in those states , 
The school districts involved are be- 
lieved to have more than 4,000 
pupils for whom English is a second 
language and schools offering no 
special language training，oOr more 
than 1,000 pupils for whom English 
is the second language and schools 
offering programs in which fewer 
than ten per cent of such pupils are 
enrolled . 

The Office for Civil Rights asked 
state school officials to review the 
special needs of the non-English 
speaking students and to take steps

Wins Job Termination Appeal

LO9S ANGELES 一 On December 


13, 1974, the Civil Service Commis-. 


Sion here declared in an unprece- 
dented ruling that a job termination 
in the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment was illegal because of racial 
discrimination against an Asian. Ef- 
forts made by the Los Angeles City 
Employees Asian American Associ- 
ation (LACEAAA) were instrumen- 
tal in helping Elaine Chow, a clerk 


typist，appeal her job termination 


because of alleged work incompe- 
tence and.tardiness. In a 4-1 ruling， 
the Commission tound that ” 

there was differential treatment ac- 


corded Ms. Chow sutfficient to cause ， 


her termination on the basis of ra- 
cial discrimination making such ter- 
mination illegal.” 
MISTREATMUENT 

During the first two months of a 
Six Imonth probationary ”Period ， 
Chow's worK was satisfactory to her 
SUupervisors.， However， when- she 
questioned a work assignment, after 
having completed it, her Supervisors 
harassed her， She was singled out 
from other emmployees to be observed 
carefully for any devyiations from the 
working rules; she was also told to 
conftorm or be terminated from her 
]ob. 

uch mistreatment led to a com- 
plaint to both her Supervisors and 
the civillan personnel analyst, to no 


avail. She was given her notice of 


termination shortly before comple- 


tion of her probation period，which 
meant no Tecourse for appeal. Also， 
the civil service list from which other 
clerk typists were hired by the city 
had expired; she could not be 
picked up as a clerk typist in any 
other city department. And any 各- 
ture employment was jeopardized 
because of statements detrimental 
to her in the termination notice. Be- 
cause of these circumstances，she 
appealed to the Civil Service Com- 
mission，alleging racial discrimina- 
tion by her Supervisors to terminate 
her. 


ALLEGATIONS 

The Civil Service Commission re- 
quested the City of Los Angeles Per- 
Sonnel Department to ”investigate 
the matter. The investigationm took 
two months. During this time，her 
case Was brought to the attention of 
LACEAAA. 

As a result of LACEAAA'S in- 
volvement, her SUPervisor s conduct 
was Shown to be improper in dealing 
with the alleged tardiness and work 
incompetency. The allegations were 
based on weak and questionable 
evidence. A ruling on November 1s 
by the Commission restlted in a 2-2 
tie， Stan Lau，Ppresident of LAC- 
于 AAA requested a hearing by the 
full board, since atie decision meant 
no action. On December 13, the full

Colonel Sanders Hong 玉 ong gen- 
eral manager Jack Russell said 
about nine months ago the Chinese 
chicken was replaced by more 
expensive but better tasting Danish 
and U.S. chicken. Colonel Sanders 
followed the same formula in Hong 
Kong which made it so successful in 
the U.S. 

However, some Chinese who tried 
the chicken said a taste for “Ken- 
tucky fried”had to be acquired . 

And no sooner had the fish meal 
problem been solved when the chain 
closed seven of its 11 outlets because 
the high rents for the shops were not 
offset by the volume of business， 

In an effort to broaden its appeal 
to Asians, the company introduced 
Colonel Sanders _ spring rolls and 
Colonel Sanders currY with Trice， 
which were not sold in the U.9. And 
they are_ considering beginning a 
delivery service for office workers， 

The largest local chain of restau- 
rants operating in Hong 玫 ong is 
Maxim's，which has 1S outlets and 
runs regular restaurants in addition 
to carr 交 out shops. Another Aeri- 
can chain, Dairy Queen，opened its 
first store in July 1974 and is plan- 
ning to set up a total of 33 stands 
within four or five yeatrs at an esti- 
mated cost of $2 million (U.S.).
